RODNEY KING DIES 


RIOTS REVISITED 

Rodney King was thrust into the public spotlight when a cameras captured him 
being brutally beaten by L.A. police in 1991. Four officers involved were acquitted 
a year later, sparking infamous riots that shut down the city of Los Angeles and created 
a national controversy, cnn 

» More than 3,000 disaster loan applications were filed. 

» Government assistance awarded totaled $900 million. 

» The bystander video shows King being struck by police batons more than 50 times. 

More than 20 officers were present at the scene, most from the LAPD. 

» King suffered 11 fractures and other injuries due to the beating.

» The highest troop presence was on the night of May 3, 1992. There were 1,100 Marines, 
600 Army soldiers, and 6,500 National Guard troops on patrol.

Rodney King, whose 
1991 beating by Los 
Angeles police helped 
spark the 1992 L.A. 
riots, died Sunday at 
his home in Rialto, 
Calif. He was 47. 

King became a 
symbol for police brutality and the troubled 
relations between the LAPD and minor- 
ity residents. He eventually was awarded a 
$3.8 million settlement, but the money and 
fame brought him little peace. He had repeat- 
ed run-ins with the law and as of April said he 
was broke. 

“I sometimes feel like I’m caught in a vise. 
Some people feel like I’m some kind of hero,” 
he told the Times earlier this year. “Others 
hate me. They say I deserved it. Other people, 
I can hear them mocking me for when I called 
for an end to the destruction, like I’m a fool 
for believing in peace.” 

King’s fiancee called 911 about 5:25 a.m. Los 
Angeles time and said she had found King at 


the bottom of his pool, Sgt. Paul Stella said. 
Officers pulled him from the pool and began 
CPR until paramedics arrived and took King 
to Arrowhead Regional Medical Center in 
Colton, Calif King was pronounced dead at 
the hospital at 6:11 a.m., Stella said. 

Preliminary information indicated King 
drowned and there were no immediate signs 
of foul play Stella said. An autopsy will be con- 
ducted. 

During a public appearance for a memoir 
published earlier this year. King seemed in 
good spirits and said he was trying to turn a 
corner in his life. The book’s title is “The Riot 
Within: My Journey From Rebellion to Re- 
demption.” 

King had long struggled with drugs and al- 
cohol. He called himself a recovering addict 
but had not stopped drinking, and possessed a 
doctor’s clearance for medical marijuana. King 
last year appeared on VHi’s “Celebrity Re- 
hab,” trying to tackle his fight with alcoholism. 

King was drunk and unarmed when he was 
pulled over for speeding by Los Angeles Po- 
lice Department officers and beaten. 


The incident was captured on video by a 
civilian bystander, and the recording became 
an instant international sensation. Four of the 
officers were tried for excessive force. Their 
acquittal on April 29, 1992, touched off one of 
the worst urban riots in U.S. history 

In an interview with the Times this year. 


King confided that he was at peace with what 
happened to him. 

“I would change a few things, but not that 
much,” he said, “^s, I would go through that 
night, yes I would. I said once that I wouldn’t, 
but that’s not true. It changed things. It made 
the world a better place.”

Most of us have quit a job. 

But how many have quit a job like Arika Kaosa did— while getting tattooed? 

“Pretty much in the middle of the tattoo, I just called {my boss] up and said, ‘ 15 )u 
know what? I quit,’ ” remembers Kaosa, 25, of Lakeview She was 18 years old at the 
time and desperately unhappy She was underpaid and in a job where co-workers in 
a relationship regularly fought at work, and management didn’t seem to be willing 
to correct the problems. “I couldn’t take it anymore.” 



Low pay? Stressful environment? Bad man- 
agement? Many are willing to live with those 
situations during a terrible economy The Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, in fact, uses the data 
on the number of people quitting their jobs 
to assess the economy If people are willing to 
quit, the thinking goes, they must be confi- 
dent in their ability to get a new job. 

And that’s exactly what employers are see- 
ing. Although a recent jobs report showed 
unemployment inching up— from 8.1 percent 
to 8.2 percent in May— at least one economic 
indicator shows things may be looking up. 

During the recession, fewer people quit 
jobs, and turnover mainly was from layoffs 
and firings. A couple of years ago, that trend 
reversed, and now the number of people who 
quit their jobs is up, with 2.1 million people 
voluntarily shipping off in March, according 
to the latest data available. The country hasn’t 


seen numbers like that since November 2008, 
according to U.S. Labor Department data. 
Even fictional characters are doing it. Hannah 
on “Girls,” Peggy on “Mad Men.” As it turns 
out, quitters sometimes do win. 

Jaime Velasquez, interim director of career 
services at the University of lUinois-Chicago, 
said the trend is revealing itself in Chicago’s 
job market as well. Velasquez organizes the ma- 
jor job fairs at UIC and said that the number of 
employers recruiting at the university is up 20 
percent in the past year to year and a half As 
those jobs open up, people are more comfort- 
able leaving current positions, he said. 

“We are seeing that [movement] right now,” 
said Velasquez, who explained that many peo- 
ple during the recession, “for lack of a better 
word, just settled. They couldn’t find the ideal 
position they were looking for.” 

As the job market turns around, confidence

rises, and so does the number of people will- 
ing to change jobs to get that perfect gig. Ka- 
osa said, for her, the confidence to quit came 
from being educated and certified in different 
fields of work. 

“For people who don’t have an education, 
it’s definitely harder,” she said. “Personally 
I’m not too worried. If I had to quit a job right 
now, I probably still would.” 


Kaosa said that she does regret how she 
quit, however, giving no notice and having the 
conversation with her boss over the phone. 
Now that she’s been a manager, she said, she 
would do things differently 

“I wouldn’t do that again,” she said. “I was 
18. It’s the maturity level that you gain.”

gal marketing roughly seven years ago, even 
though she had no permanent full-time job to 
replace the one she was leaving. Diehl said the 
situation— a bad boss who was driving many 
employees away— was too crappy to endure. 
Diehl didn’t flip her boss the bird on the way 
out, but she did give an honest exit interview 
that laid out why she was leaving. 

“I definitely didn’t want to burn bridges. 


but at the same time, I wanted to voice my 
opinion to how dysfunctional {the job] had 
been,” she said. “By putting it to words, 
I feel like I told it to the right person. It 
helped.” 

When it comes to the right way to quit, 
most experts say it’s about being profession- 
al and keeping in mind what Diehl pointed 
out— that being rude to employers (even if 


they’re ex-employers) is rarely a good idea. 

Emily Zorza, a division director for staffing 
firm OfficeTeam, said things like giving prop- 
er notice, not verbally trashing your work- 
place on the way out and having a job waiting 
for you are standard ways to play it cool when 
you’re leaving. 

“Tbu never know when you might work 
with someone again,” said Zorza, who’s based 


in Chicago. “People remember you for how 
you exited.” 

At the same time, Velasquez stresses that 
no one should feel guilty for taking a better 
position and responsibly leaving their job. 

“You have to do what you have to do,” he 
said. “Employers won’t hesitate to let you go 
if they have to to protect their bottom line.”

Greek elections a tough 
pill to swallow for voters 


ATHENS, Greece Greek voters were in a sour mood 
Sunda}^ torn between anger at the budget cuts their 
leaders agreed to in return for an international bailout, and 
fear of the consequences of ripping up that deal. 

Voters balked at what they called an impossible choice— 
polarized between the leftist SYRIZA party, which rejects 
the EU-IMF bailout that keeps Greece from bankruptcy 
and conservative New Democracy which supports it— that 
could decide whether they remain in the euro zone. 

It is the second ballot in as many months, after elections 
May 6 failed to produce a government, deepening the cri- 
sis in the currency union and forcing a return to the polling 
booths. 

“I voted with a heavy heart, for the first time for someone 
I don’t believe in, but I hope he will keep us in Europe,” said 
Orestis Barkas, 70, a retired lawyer, after voting in the leafy 
middle class Athens suburb of Psihiko. 

“This is the last chance for our country” 

Polls show Greeks overwhelmingly want to stay in the 
euro zone, and New Democracy has framed the election 
as a straight choice between the euro and a return to the 
drachma. SYRIZA promises that it can renegotiate the 
bailout without the need to leave the single currency 
The party’s youthful leader, Alexis Tsipras, has dismissed 
repeated warnings from Greece’s European partners that 
a new government must sign up fully to the accord or see 
funds cut off and Greece driven into bankruptcy

Ice-T’s true-life 
rapper stories

If anyone knows hip-hop, it’s Ice-T. 

The rapper-turned-actor has added a title 
to his resume: filmmaker. Ice recently sat 
down to answer questions and discuss his 
new documentary, “Something from Noth- 
ing: The Art of Rap.” 

The film explores the genre as art form 
and includes lots of big names in the music 
industry, including Kanye West, Nas, Emi- 
nem and Dr. Dre. When it came time to find 
voices for his project. Ice didn’t have to look 
far. 

“I did the film by calling only my friends 
I had in my address book,” the rapper said. 
‘All my homies I’d been in the business with 
over 20 years. {I told them,} ‘I’m just going 
to ask you questions, not about the money, 
the cars, the jewelry, the beef, but the craft.’ ” 

In an earlier interview, the star of “Law & 
Order: SVU” noted that there was an abun- 
dance of rap stars who wanted to appear in 
his documentary. 

“There’s lots of people I would love to 
have interviewed, but you got to remember 
the movie only could last two hours,” he ex- 
plained. ‘At the end of my filming, I had 52 
rappers shot. I had 35 rappers waiting to be 
shot. My first edit was four hours, so I just 
couldn’t fit everybody into the movie, so 
yeah, there’s a lot of people missing, but I 


think I was able to get a good cross-section 
of the different styles of hip-hop.” 

His decades in the rap game allowed him 
insider access and candid interviews. 

“I was kind of surprised at how open the 
guys got and just had fun in front of the cam- 
era,” Ice said. “By me doing the interviews, 
it turned into more of a conversation than 
an interview, and you get to see us laugh, and 
you get some never-before-heard insight on 
some of the rapper’s lives.” 

These days. Ice is as known for his E! reali- 
ty show “Ice Loves Coco,” about the exploits 
of him and his model wife. He said he doesn’t 
mind people admiring his wife’s ... assets. 

“I don’t have a problem with people ad- 
miring Coco, and I have a tight relation- 
ship,” he said. “When we first got together, 
she was already a swimsuit model, and you 
can’t say, ‘Now we’re married, you can’t do 
that anymore.’ ” 

So is the man once feared for his influence 
with songs like “Cop Killer” now a home- 
body who has mellowed so much that he’s 
cool with being better known for playing a 
police officer on television than one of the 
founders of gangsta rap? 

“Even when I made ‘Cop Killer,’ I [wasn’t] 
a cop killer,” he said. “I was just acting out a 
character of somebody who lost it and went 
after brutal cops.”

Bristol Palin ready 
to reveai real self

Bristol Palin says she is just a “grounded, nor- 
mal mom,” and is hoping her new reality TV 
show will prove it. 

“Life’s a Tripp,” which premieres at 9 p.m. 
Tuesday on Lifetime, is being promoted as 
an inside look at the life of ‘America’s most 
famous teen mom” in the face of intense me- 
dia scrutiny It follows the eldest daughter of 
polarizing conservative politician Sarah Palin 
as Bristol embarks on her latest adventure— a 
move from her Wasilla, Alaska, hometown to 
an L. A. mansion owned by a family friend, and 
back again— along with her young son Tripp. 

“People are going to see the real Bristol 
in this show,” Palin, 21, told “Good Morn- 
ing America.” “I’m just a grounded, normal 
mom.” 

Palin burst onto the national scene four 
years ago in what she now calls “one of the 
most intense and embarrassing ways pos- 
sible” as the accidentally pregnant, unmarried 
17-year-old daughter of the 2008 Republican 
vice-presidential candidate. 

She has since parlayed her notoriety into a 
lucrative career as a speaker on teen pregnan- 
cy prevention, a somewhat tongue-tied stint 
on “Dancing With the Stars,” a 2011 memoir, 
a controversial blog and now her own 10 -epi- 
sode reality show 


“Bristol really didn’t hold back. As the series 
progresses, she really opens up her life to us,” 
said Matt Lutz, one of the show’s producers. 

“We see her relationship with her son, with 
her family her boyfriend, we see her struggles 
as a single mom, and struggling dealing with 
her ex-fiance, Levi Johnston, and his role in 
Tripp’s life. It’s reaUy a no-holds-barred look 
at Bristol’s life,” Lutz said. 

Early episodes of the show see Bristol do- 
ing volunteer work for a few weeks at small 
L.A. charity “Help the Children,” while her 
17-year-old sister. Willow, takes care of 3-year- 
old Tripp —until Willow gets fed up and packs 
her bags for Wasilla. 

Bristol also rides a mechanical bull during a 
night out with friends in a Hollywood bar, and 
runs into a heckler who calls her mother evil 
and a whore. The heckler recently filed a law- 
suit accusing Palin of defamation for citing 
the 2011 incident in her decision to leave L.A. 
and accusing Lifetime of filming him without 
permission. 

Clearly ill at ease in the Hollywood spot- 
light, Palin moved back to Alaska after about 
three months of filming, and the show returns 
with her to follow her life back home. 

The five Palin children and mom Sarah, who 
were seen in last year’s reality series “Sarah Pal- 
in’s Alaska,” also are featured, producers say
